ignited by a bolt of lightning, was 
destroyed at the Corsicana refin-

Homes Are Burned 


NASHUA, N. H., May 
5.—(/?)— 


More than 225 homes were in ruins 
today from a Sunday conflagration. 
Seven hundred persons were home- 
less. 
Estimates of the loss run 


from $2,600,000 up. 


An area three miles in length, 


from the Nashua river to the Na- 
shau country club, was bared by 
the flames. 
Two churches, a con- 


vent, a school, four large industrial 
plants and the 
thickly 
settled 


Crown Hill 
residential 
district 


were destroyed. 


The fire started yesterday after- 


noon on Boston and Main wooden 
railroad bride and was borne by a 
40-mile-an hour gale through the 
city. 
The flames 
burned 
them- 


selves out late last 
night. 
The 


principal business section waa not 
in their path. 


Many narrow escapes were made 


during the hours

tion raged, 600 children being led

NORFOLK, Va., May 5._(/p)_ 


Pier seven at the Hampton Roads 
naval operating base, recondition- 
ed at a cost of $210,000 to house the 
airplane carrier 
Lexington, 
was 


destroyed today by fire. 


The flames, fanned by a south- 


east wind, spread from the 1,300 
foot structure to the tugs Catawba 
and Kewaydin and oil barges six 
and fifty-six, 
moored 
alongside, 


damaging them. 


The fire apparently was started 


by a loose electric connection on 
the Satawba.

Seven of the dead were women.

In North Dakota, Minnesota, 


Illinois and Iowa the loss of life 
and property damage was due to 
electrical storms and high winds. 


The storms bounded 
up

down erratlcaly in a territory in-

states. 
Nebraska, 


Minnesota and Missouri were hard- 
est hit, but the destructiveness of 
the wind andd riving rains was al- 
so felt in the 
Dakotas, 
Kansas, 


Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois.

A farmer was struck dead by 


lightning near Lawton, N. D. 


Two women and a 
child 
were 


drowned near Lake City, Minn.. 
when a cloudburst sent a wall of 
water down a ravine upon their 
stalled automobile. 


Two women died when their au- 


tomobile skidded in a storm near 
Duluth. 
A boy was kiled at Westby, Wis.. 


when the tornado overtook him as 
he ran before it, seeking the shel- 
ter of his home. 
He was buried 


in the debris of a

the 


storm levelled. 
A man in a parked automobile at 


Rockford, 111., was killed when the 
wiad blew down a tree that crush- 
ed the machine. 
A farmer was killed at Kickapoo,

Four Killed in Missouri. 


Four persons, including one wo- 


man and a 10-year-old girl, died in 
the tornado at Norborne, Mo. 


The failure of the electric light

there. Throughout the night doc- 
tors at the Tekamah hospital and 
the American Legion hall, an im-

light and flashlights, treating scores 


f men, women and children, many 


suffering serious hurts. 


Streets of the 
Nebraska 
town 


were choked with debris. The tor- 
nado whirled toward the town as 
though to strike at the business 
district, but it veered and did its 
greatest damage in p. 
residential 


area. 


A report to American Red Cross 


headquarters at St. Louis that the 
town of Fender, Nebr., had been 
wiped out was found to have been 
erroneous, but Jackson and Ho- 
mer, Nebr., were victims of the 
tornado, though in no degree com- 
pared with Tekamah. 
Mother and Babe Killed. 


One of the Tekamah dead was 


Mrs. Hans C. Anderson. Her baby 
in her arms also was killed when 
the tornado destroyed their home. 


An early estimate placed the Te- 


kamah property damage at $150,- 
000, with another $100.000 loss 
to 


property and crops in other Ne- 
braska territory. 


At Westby, Wis., the tornado that 


killed Archer Funk, 9 years old, 
did another Si00.000 damage. Near- 
ly every building on 
the 
main 


street of this town of 1,100 persons 
was upset or destroyed. 
A tobac- 


co warehouse was lifted from its 
foundation and slammed against a 
_railroad station. 


A storm of tornadic dimensions 


struck Wabasha and Steele coun- 
ties in Southern Minnesota, destroy- 
ing small farm buildings and do-

To achieve a greater 
degree 
of 


economic stability for the future, 
President Hoover is planning an 
exhaustive study of the stock mar- 
ket collapse of last year, the boom 
period which preceded it and the 
depression which followed. 


If his project meets with general 


approval, the chief executive in- 
tends to institute the Inquiry when 
the present situation "clears a lit- 
tle, 
and, to carry out the investi- 


gation, he contemplates 
the 
ap- 


pointment of a. commission repre- 
senting the various fields of en- 
deavor involved. 


Mr. Hoover made this known last 


night in delivering an address be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, in which he al- 
so expressed the opinion that the 
worst effects of the security crash 
are now past with a renewed pros- 
perity lying just ahead, 


The 
chief 
executive described 


the study of the 
depression 
of 


1921 which ho undertook as secre- 
tary of commerce and told of how 
the experiences of nearly a decade 
ago had been applied to counteract- 
ing the business decline of the last 
few months. 


The nation, he said, has advanc- 


ed in methods of stability in re- 
cent years', adding that "the devel- 
opment of our credit system, our 
statistics, our methods of security 
and- relief in depression' all show 
progress. 


"But," he added, "the whole 


range of our experience from this 
boom and slump should be placed 
under accurate examination with a 
view to broad determintion of what 
can be done to achive greater sta- 
bility for the future, both in pre- 
vention and remedy. 
If such an 


exhaustive examination meets with 
general approval, I shall, when the 
situation clears a little, 
move 
to 


organize a body—representative of 
business, economics, labor and ag- 
riculture—to undertake it. 


"I do believe that our experience 


shows that we can produce help- 
ful and wholesome effects in our 
economic system by voluntary co- 
operation through the great asso- 
ciations representative of business, 
industry, labor 
.and 
agriculture, 


both nationally and locally." 


The president said that 
in 
his 


opinion the intensity of the specu- 
lative boom which reached its cli- 
max in the crash last fall was as 
great or greater than that of "any 
of our major manias before," but 
that the intensity of 
the 
slump 


which followed it hnrl been greatly 
diminished by the efforts that were 
made to counteract it. 


One great need, the 
president 


snid, is complete and reliable cta- 
tistics at all times on the extent of 
unemployment. 
The present cen- 


sus, he added, will provide this for 
the first time. 
What information 


has already been obtained, he said, 
leads to the belief that unemploy- 
ment has greatly decreased since 
the first of the year.

He took occasion to say that in 


his judgment "the republican party 
is more the 
enemy of prohibition 


than is organized democracy." 


"The 
failure of the 
republican 


party, during its 10 years in office 
to help the cause of prohibition 
through the vigorous enforcement 
of the laws is very largely respons- 
ible for the present insidious war- 
fare being made on prohibition," he 
said. "The statement of Mr. Wick- 
ersham, chairman 
of 
the presi- 


dent's law enforcement committee, 
practica.lly amounts to the advo- 
cacy of nullification, for the policy 
would leave prohibition laws un- 
enforced in states where there is 
objection to their 
enforcement." 


He said the practice of "denounc- 


ing democrats of our state because 
they voted the ticket and support- 
ed their party is entirely unworthy 
and should cease," and "attempts 
to pronounce party capital punish- 
ment on democrats who did not 
vote £he ticket and close thevparty 


door in their face cannot possibly 
heln the party." 


"These practices prolnne- and in- 


tensify the discord and dissension 
engendered by the past national 
campaign and cannot promote eith- 
er party or state welfare," he said. 


He said no good could come of 


calling 300.000 democrats who vot- 
ed the democratic ticket in 1928 
"Tammanyitos." or calling 200.000 
democrats who voted for Hoover, 
"Hoovercrats." 


"Both words were coined in the 


heat of campaign, and their con- 
tinued use as tprms of criticism 
and censure will kppp alive the 
bitter feelings engendered in the 
contest," he said. 


He declared his belief that "par- 


ticipation in narty primaries im- 
plies a resulting duty to support 
the outcome," and said hn knew of 
"no criterion of the right to en- 
gage in party affairs, oxcnpt that 
of 
willingness to 
support 
the 


party."

other company reduced its 
industrial 
accident 
costs 


from around $30 per man in 
1926 to lessfthan $7 in 1928. 


American 
industry 
has 


been remarkably successful 
in reducing all types of acci- 
dents. According to reports 
from 700 selected establish- 
ments, a reduction in indus- 
trial mishaps of 21.5 per 
cent was achieved between 
1926 and 1928. There was 
a corresponding drop in the 
frequency 
and 
severity 


rates. 


In stilt another field acci- 


dent prevention has borne 
fine fruit. Due to safety ed- 
ucation in schools, the death 
and injury rate among chil- 
dren has consistently dimin- 
ished for several years.
